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Cable TV Advisory Comm. 
Reports to the Community 

This is the first in a series of three articles dealing with the 
advisability of cable television in Greenbelt. These articles, pre¬ 
pared by the Greenbelt Cable Television Advisory Committee, 
are intended to inform residents on this subject of Cable TV in 
preparation for an opinion survey which will be distributed in 
a location adjacent to the polls on election day, Nov. 5, 1974. 


Members of the Cable TV Ad¬ 
visory Committee will be polling 
opinions of local residents in Nov. 
with regard to the future possi¬ 
bility of cable TV. 

The group, which was appointed 
by city council early in 1974, has 
been meeting regularly since last 
spring. They plan to present their 
findings and recommendations on 
cable TV to city council early in 
1975. 

Cable communications, or cable 
television, or CATV (Community 
Antenna Television) in its simplest 
form is an alternative means of 
the distribution of television sig¬ 
nals. Bather than picking up sig¬ 
nals out of the air, the set is con¬ 
nected to a coaxial cable, through 
which the signals are transmitted. 
t The coaxial cable which can be 
strung from existing utility poles 
or buried is similar to .telephone 
or electrical wiring, so that each 
home or institution has its own 
line <a hduse drop) which is con¬ 
nected into trunk or feeder lines 
from the head-end. The head- 
end either retransmits existing sig¬ 
nals or originates new ones. 

The result is a communication 
system with great potential. The 
coaxial cable is much more versa¬ 
tile than either telephone wire or 
over-the-air transmision. With 
the proper converters and ampli¬ 
fiers a single cable can carry 20 
or more channels. Multiple cables 
could expand that capacity. 

Cable systems can also have a 
return or two-way capacity, in 
which sound and picture can tra¬ 
vel back and forth between two 
points. Two-way systems still re¬ 
quire the development of economi¬ 
cally feasible equipment and the 
installation of switching equip¬ 
ment to select the paths of return 
communication. 

There are three basic reasons 
why people pay to subscribe to 
cable. First is the promise of re¬ 
ceiving more television channels. 
Cable has been called the “tele¬ 
vision of abundance” as compared 
to the over-the-air “television of 
scarcity”. Second is the prospect 
of clearer reception. Cable has no 
signal interference, regardless of 
location. Third is the availability of 
special programming of a variety 
not usually shown over commer 
cial television. 

No one can accurately predict 
the future of a new and rapidly 
growing technology'. Cable’s prom¬ 
ise though, seems to lie in three 
areas. First is the retransmission 
of existing television signals. FCC 
rules allow the importation of at 
least two distant signals from 
other nearby major television mar¬ 
kets. Also included may be motion 
pictures or major sports events on 
an additional pay basis if these are 
allowed in a franchise agreement. 

The second area is the expansion

of local programming. With grea¬ 
ter channel capacity, television 
could be used by community or¬ 
ganizations and agencies as well 
as commercial firms. There is also 
the possibility of “public access” 
by citizens, minority groups, and 
others who may have not had ac¬ 
cess to broadcast television. Be¬ 
cause cable revenues are not based 
solely on advertising, but on local 
residents’ subscription fees, cable 
does have to attract the largest 
possible audience for each and ev¬ 
ery program. Special interests, 
which encourage groups who 
would not otherwise be attracted, 
increase cable penetration and add 
to revenues. 

A cable system, and even one 
channel, can be subdivided and 
transmitted to small selected geo¬ 
graphic or interest areas. There are 
broad possibilities of the delivery 
of social, educational, and health 
services via cable. 

The third area of great poten¬ 
tial lies in the area of business 
services. In the future 1 * the cable 
will be able to carry a great am¬ 
ount of data and computer-rela¬ 
ted material. The possibility of 
two-way capacity could provide 
many business applications mak¬ 
ing neighborhood information and 
advertising possible for local mer¬ 
chants. 

Of course, in most instances, 
subscribing to Cable TV is a vol¬ 
untary option. For those who do 
not choose to have cable TV in 
their homes in an area such as 
Greenbelt, ordinary commercial 
service is not interrupted. In Flo¬ 
rida, which is for all intents and 
purposes, a “wired-state”, the de¬ 
cision to subscribe to cable is to¬ 
tally individual. This option is 
generally present in locations 
which can avail themselves read¬ 
ily of off-the-air-channels. 

The potential for diversity of 
programming and services in 
Greenbelt would be limited only 
by the desires of the community. 
Adequate channels at a reasonable 
rate, non-discriminatory use of 
cable time, and sufficient resources 
for local production depend on the 
plans that citizens propose and en¬ 
dorse now. The services provided 
by any cable system depends es¬ 
sentially upon the decisions made 
through the political process and 
by the groups who are the po¬ 
tential users of this new commun¬ 
ications system. 


“Operation Identification” 

The Greenbelt American Legion

Kay Brothers Sue 
WSSC Commissioner 

The Greenbriar developers, Alan 

I. Kay and Jerome D. Kay, further 
heated up the temporary sewage 
treatment plant controversy on 
October 8 by filing a million dollar 
civil suit against Washington Sub¬ 
urban Sanitary Commissioner Da¬ 
vid H. Elliott in the U. S. District 
Court in Baltimore. 

The suit charged that the Kay 
brothers’ civil rights had been in- 
terferred with by Elliott's alleged 
actions in coercing WSSC staff to 
deny to the developers, services 
they were legally entitled to and in 
spreading false, defamatory, and 
misleading information about the 
plant and plaintiffs. The suit char¬ 
ged these actions were taken ma¬ 
liciously with the purpose of pre¬ 
venting or delaying the comple¬ 
tion of the on^-site treatment 
plant. 

Elliott is vice-chairman and one 
of six members of the Commission 
that has been asked by the devel¬ 
opers to accept the plant and op¬ 
erate it (see accompanying story). 

The suit further alleged that as 
the result of Elliott’s actions, oc¬ 
cupancy of the Greenbriar apart¬ 
ment project has been delayed, 
causing the developers irreparable 
damages amounting to $445,000. 
The suit asks for punitive dam¬ 
ages of $500,000. 

In addition, the suit asks that 
Elliott be enjoined from participa¬ 
tion in the decisions of WSSC be¬ 
cause of his purported bias and 
prejudice. The suit stated that El¬ 
liott refused to give impartial con¬ 
sideration to the merits of the 
treatment plant and has refused to 
disqualify himself when previous¬ 
ly requested by the developers, 
thus abusing his office 

More specifically, the suit char¬ 
ged that Elliott used his position 
as a member of WSSC “to provide 
false information about the inten¬ 
tions of WSSC to the U. S. Envi¬ 
ronmental Protection Agency for 
the purpose of preventing that ag¬ 
ency from granting a discharge 
permit for the Greenbriar treat¬ 
ment plant.” It also charged that 
Elliott provided false information 
about the Kay brothers “to other 
members of WSSC, knowing such 
information to be false, for the 
purpose and with the result of in¬ 
ducing the other members of the 
WSSC to prevent or delay the com¬ 
pletion of the Greenbriar sewage 
system ...” 

As a result of these actions, 
the suit noted that potential occu¬ 
pants of the buildings have had 
to make alternate residence plans 
and the plaintiffs have been de¬ 
nied “the right to make profitable 
use of the Greenbriar property.” 

According to the Washington 
Star-News, Elliott said that the 
suit was intended to “intimidate” 
other WSSC members who had 
scheduled a major vote the follow¬ 
ing day (October 9) on the project. 

Attorneys for the plaintiff are 
David A McNamee, George A. 
Brugger, and Richard Schifter. 
Elliott has 30 days to answer the 
complaint. 


Cash For Aluminum Cans 

The Reynolds Metals mobile re¬ 
cycling unit will be located at the 
Beltway Plaza Shopping Center, 
7910 Cherry wood Lane, on Wed.,

The recycling manager will pay 
15 cents a pound — cash on the 
spot — to the public for all-alu¬ 
minum cans and materials. 

All-aluminum cans are easily 
identified by placing a magnet on 
the side of the can. If it does not 
stick, then it’s all-aluminum and 
worth 15 cents a pound. It helps 
to flatten the cans in order to 
bring more pounds to the mobile 
unit per trip. 


Greenbriar Project Still stalled 
Altho WSSC Accepts Sewage Plant

If the U. S. Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) con¬ 
firms that the plant may operate, if the Washington Suburban 
Sanitary Commission (WSSC) staff can certify that acceptable 
virus and total oxygen demand tests have been met, if the NASA 
easement is received and the effluent piping is completed to WS- 
SC’s satisfaction, then developer Alan Kay may get his long-awai¬ 
ted dream of an operational Greenbriar sewage treatment plant. 


This dream was made a possibil¬ 
ity at the Wednesday, October 9, 
meeting when the WSSC commis¬ 
sioners voted 5-0 to accept the 
plant, subject to the above condi¬ 
tions. This was done after Alfred 
Machis, WSSC director of opera¬ 
tions and research, assured the 
Commission of the staff’s inten- 
tentlon to operate the plant at all 
times so as to achieve the maxi¬ 
mum performance for which the 
plant is capable regardless of whe¬ 
ther the discharge permit was 
written in terms of a daily stand¬ 
ard or seven-day average stand¬ 
ard. 

Commissioner David Elliott, who 
heard of a million-dollar suit filed 
against him by the developer just 
before the meeting (see accom¬ 
panying story), abstained from 
voting. (Early in the meeting the 
developer requested that Elliott 
disqualify himself from voting.) 

Rhea Cohen, representing the 
Prince George’s Environment Co¬ 
alition, argued that the WSSC ac¬ 
tion was premature and should be 
held up until the conclusion of the 
EPA adjudicatory hearing which 
had been requested by the Coali¬ 
tion, WSSC, and the developers, 
Greenbriar Associates. 

But Richard Schifter, Greenbriar 
attorney, claimed that the appel¬ 
late process involved in the ad¬ 
judicatory hearing could take as

long as two years, creating serious 
hardship for both the developer 
and the future occupants some of 
whom are now being housed in 
motels at the expense of the de¬ 
veloper. He said that according 
to EPA it might be six months 
alone from the granting of the 
hearing request to the date of de¬ 
cision if all parties cooperate and 
there are no appeals to the courts. 

In this connection, Schifter dry¬ 
ly observed, in what must be the 
understatement of the year, that 
the Coalition “will, on the basis of 
past experience, most likely be 
interested in extensive further de¬ 
lay if this postpones occupancy of 
the Greenbriar project,” 

Schifter said that it is not nec¬ 
essary to await completion of the 
adjudicatory process, since the 
EPA regulations provide that the 
conditions objected to by WSSC 
(Class A superintendent on site at 
all times and meeting standards on 
daily basis rather than a weekly 
average,) can be stayed during the 
adjudicatory process and WSSC 
can lawfully operate the plant un¬ 
der the state permit without being 
bound by EPA requirements. 

Mrs. Cohen In reply insisted up¬ 
on the need for a Class A super¬ 
intendent because the Greenbriar 
plant is the first one in the coun¬ 
try designed explicitly for virus 
removal, “The plant,” she said, 
“was never in the master plan, and 
the public deserves the best pro¬ 
tection.” She thought WSSC 
would want to know in advance 
what the plant could or could not 
do, and would want to check out 
all possible dangers before accept¬ 
ing it. 

Schifter countered that there will 
be round-the-clock operators at 
the plant at all times with a 
WSSC superintendent available on 
a “standby basis.” He specified 
that Greenbriar consultant Dr. 
John Cookson will also be available 
for assistance. Schifter noted that 
the plant will be discharging ef¬ 
fluent only two hours a day in the 
beginning and it would contain a 
host of failsafe measures - bells, 
lights, other alarms and duplicate 
systems. 

Lawsuit 

At the beginning of the meeting, 
Mrs. Cohen characterized the Kay 
lawsuit against Elliott “as a des¬ 
perate attempt by the developer to 
wrench from a public agency what 
he thinks is due - him.” She said 
that if WSSC did not enter the 
case, “it would be a public dis 
service.” WSSC officials said they 
were not prepared at this time to 
discuss the case publicly. 

While a majority of the com 
missioners were satisfied that the 
plant met state and federal re¬ 
quirements during the testing per¬ 
iod, they were reluctant to do more 
than accept the plant. Dr. Floyd 
Peterson preferred that they move 
“one step at a time” before they 
officially commit the agency to 
operate the plant. Presumably, 
the next step will take place at 
the Commission’s Oct. 16 meeting 
if the conditions specified for ac¬ 
ceptance of the plant are met. 

There was some confusion over 
the status of the NASA easement 
which is required for the piping 
of the effluent to a free-flowing 
stream. According to Schifter, 
NASA was prepared to grant the 
easement upon acceptance of the 
plant by WSSC, confirmation by 
EPA, and acknowledgement that 
the recommendations of Dr. Machis 
Would be followed by the Commis¬ 
sion. But NASA officials indicated 
uncertainty as to when this will 
take place. 

A meeting of all parties who filed 
for an adjudicatory hearing will 
be held with EPA on Oct. 25 to dis¬ 
cuss the issues.

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An Unfortunate Development 

Without knowing all the facts that provoked the million - 
dollar law suit filed by the developers Alan and Jerome Kay, 
against Washington Suburban Sanitary Commissioner David Elli¬ 
ott, we are distressed at this latest development in the Greenbriar 
temporary sewage treatment plant controversy. 

We have long adhered to the proposition that controversial 
issues involving the public interest are best settled in the arena 
of public discussion and not in the courts. The latter is to be 
used only as a last resort when other means are not available to 
secure redress or a fair hearing. 

The press in this area has long prided itself on its accessibility 
lor the presentation of all sides of controversial public issues. It 
would seem to us that this avenue is the reasonable route for the 
Kay brothers to follow to get their side of the story to the public. 

Failure to do so only raises the specter that the lawsuit is a 
ploy to intimidate and harass a public official in the performance 
of his duty. Alan Kay has tried very hard and with considerable 
success to cultivate good relations with the citizenry of Greenbelt, 
but with this stroke he has undermined his previous efforts.
